Anſw. The Holy Scriptures of the Old anq New Teſta- 
ment, are God*s witneſs, that faith comes by hearing, and . 
hearing by the Word of God, Rom. 10. 17. and that God 
was the Word, Fobn 1. 1. As it's written, nigh thee, in ehy 
mouth, and in thy heart, the word of faith the holy men 
preached, was in man, not Scriptures without man for a 
foundation of faith; no other foundation do the holy Scrip= 
tures witneſs unto, but to that which is already laid in thy 
heart, to wit, the Lord, who is as a Law to man, by whom 
cometh the knowledge of in, to him gives all che Prophets 
witneſs, chat whoſoever believeth in him ſhould receive re-+ 
miſſion of fins, Ay 10.43, and not periſh, but have ever- 
laſting life. Fohn 3. 15- | 

Qeeſt. What might be the c4uſe that devout and great learned 
Men,pitched upon the Holy Scriptures for the matter or ſubſtance 
of. preaching to beget faith ? | 

Anſw, The light in them, made manifeſt ro them, things 
that are reproyable, and brought as it do to us the Holy 
Scriptures to witneſs to it; they minded the things that. are 
reprovable, and the Scriptures that was brought that teſti- 
fied to it, but not the wiſdom that brought them, which is 
greater than alſthe Scriptures: this was the cauſe that they 
pitcned upan the Holy Scriptures for a foundation of mi- 
niltry; Is. written, there. was a little Cicy, and few men 
| witl s-- 
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within it; and there came a great King againſt it, and be. 
tieged ir, and buile great bul-works againft it; now there 
was found in it a poor wife man, and he by his wildome 
delivered the City: mark, yet no man remembred that 
poor manz the poor man's wiſdom is deſpiſed, and his 
words are not heard, Ecc/eſ. 9. 14, 16. Thus forme was 
ſet above the Life ; Which was che cauſe of fo much 
ſtrife, | 
Q-eſt. May the wiſdome of God, which maketh manifeſt 
things to man, be deſpiſed, arid yet the things that "are te- 
provable, retained ineknowledge, and the Scriptures that dy © 
witneſs to them : If |o , then may not a forme of godlineſs 
be held by ſuch that denyeth the power, and preached, and yet 
they periſh in their ſins ? ; 

Anſw. Yea, they that received the Law, it's written, 
periſhed, becauſe they kept not che thing chat was ſown 
in them; 2 Eſqr. 9.33. A man may in his knowledge re- 
tain the work of the ſpirit of God, and the Scriptures 
that do witneſs to it, and preach upon it the conceiving 
of his own brain: mark, and yet not retain God in hig 
knowledge , but deſpiſe his wiſdome, as before is writ- 
ten ; mark that, ye Teachers, for ye that do fo, the 
wrath of God is to be revealed againſt you from Hea: - 
ven: Rom. 1. 18, You are them that are not ſent of God, 
neither ſhall your miniſtry profit the peopie at all: your 
miniftiy is conlidered perfetly, as the Lord hath aid, 
ic (hould be in the latter days; Jeremy 23. 20. The an- 
ger of the Lord is gone forth againſt you, 'and it [hall 
not 1eturn, untill he have executed, and till he have per- 
formed the thoughts of his heart: mark, by that we 
know falſe miniſtry, we know the latter days is come. - 

Queſt. If all things, when they are rebuked, are made 
manifeſt by the Light, and that Light is the Lord. Why then 
was the Holy Scriptures written, and whereunto do they- 
ſerve ? 

Anſw. The Holy Scriptures was written for our learn- 
ing, Rom. 15.4. and arte God's witneſſes ro men , that

ſearcheth the heart, is the Lord, that ſo men might come 
to him and be ſaved; hereunto (erveth the Holy Scriptures, 
1 Chro.

Quelt. hy doth the Apoſtle Perer ſay, As 4. that there 
is no other name given among men, whereby they might be 
ſaved, but by the name of Jeſns Chriſt, if Graze and Chriit

Anſo. The ſame Apoſtle faith, Affs 15, we believe through 
the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chrilt, we ſha'l be ſaved; 
Paul the Apoſtle ſaith, ye are ſaved by grace, chrough 
faith; not cf your ſelves, It is the gift of God, Eph.5.8.-. 
Names or Sounds gives not a beeing unto Subltances, 
but demonſtrates them according to their nature, offices, 
cperations and vertues : there are differences of admini- 
ſration, and diverſities of operations, but it is the ſelf 
ſame Lord : 1 Cor. 12.5.: befides him there is no Saviour 
Hoſea 13.4. Eſa. 44.6. Rom. 1.17. The ſound Jeſus and 
Saviour 15 One, 

Queſt. Is this the Teflimony of God and his Prophets, . 
and of wiſe men, to wit, that the Lord is in men, and -

Anſw. Yea, This is the Teſtimony of God, and his 
Prophets, and. wiſe men, to wir, that the Lord is in their 
hearts, in the midſt of them, -learching all hearts, Hof.

Yea, there are three ſpirits in man; "firſt, the 
nature of God's ſpiric in man, is, the”Lighe, powerfull 
in its operativns, immutable in his'Efſence, admitting 
no fin to jeyn to it, the property and quality of it; 
briefly, it is meek, wiſe, ſearching all hearts, and ma- 
king manifeſt unto men their thoughts, and che motion of 
Sathan in their fleſh. 2/y. The nature of the ſpiric of 
man fingly cenfidered, 1s mutable, the gualiry or pro- - 

erty of Win ics working, is, its fimple, fierce, furious ; 
chey chat follow their own ſpirits, as its written, have 
ſeen nothing : Ezek. 13-3. 3/y. The nature of the (pirir 
of the wicked one is irreconcilable to any good, the 
property or quality of it 1n its working, 1s, Its ſubtile, 
envious and miſchievons always in his working in man : 
he moves tor man to do things* contrary unto the beeing 
of God in man; whoſe being, to wit, God's in us, is, 
as a Law, by which Law, we know,' that when we would 
do good, evil is preſent in and with us, according as its 
noted 'in Scriptures of truth *without us, Rom. 7. 21. 
mark, the ſpirit of man is not begotten by man, or

neſs, then man is as when he was born, which 1s 
man's ſecond ſtate ; To man in that ſtate che Serpenc 
can*come, as he did to the Woman; when Man trant- 
zrefſeth, then man is in that which God created not, 
nor man in it, which is man's third eſtate.

Duelt, Why have, and do not God's People worſhip, 
and walk with ſinners. in their worſhips ? 

Anſw. Becaule finners miniltry is changable, and 
after the Law of a carnal Commandement, and their 
worſhips conſiſts in tezcling, and worſhipping after 
the precepts of men, which 1s not bread, Iſa, 55, 2. 
Now Chrift have forewarned his peqple to beware of 
men, that teach for DoCrine, the Precepts. of men, 
Mat. 16, 12.. But ia vain, fauh he, do. they worlhip. 
me, tezching for Dotrine the Commandements of 
men, Mat. 15. 9. Mark 7. 7. Again, by his Apoſtles, 
we are forewarned to turn from them that have a 
forme of godlineſs, and do deny the power, 2 Tin, 
3.5. Again, we are forewarned by the Wiſe man, 
Prov. 19.27, to ceale to hear the inftruQion that cau- 
ſeth to erre from the words of Knowledge: fo like-. 
wiſe by the Lord of Hoſts, ' in feremy-23, 16. Now 
bleſſed is the man that walketh not in the counſel, 
of the ungodly, nor ftandeth in;the way of finners, 
« Pſal. 1.1. TRY; 
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To all Rulers whom it may concern; A few 
words to conſider.of, ſeeing there is a time.

was, did not judge men for queſtions, and names, and 
werds that relaced unco Religion, as its noted in the 
Scriptures of truth, Ad 18. When the High Prieſts 
brought Jeſus Chriſt before Pi/ate, and accuſed him 
of Blaſphemy, producing their Law for it, Fohn 19.7. 
Pilate denyed them to give Judgment in chat caſe, 
Fobn 18. 31, Again, when Paul the Apoſtle of Jeſus 
Chriſt, with others, was broughe before: Galio the Go- 
vernour of Aca4ya, about words, and names relating 
to Religion; Galio (aid, if it were a marter of wrong, 
or evil deeds, reaſon would that 1 ſhould bare with 
you 3 but if it be a queſtion of words and names, or 
of your Law, look ye to it your ſelves, for | will be 
no Judge of ſuch matters, Afs 18.

Nav, he that 18 1n (in, 1s under the 
Dominion of Sathan, and is out of God's wiſ- 
dom: to wit, the Son of God, in whom, and by 
whom the Former of all things made the Worlds, 
Heb. 1.2. Again, it may be conceived from the 
2 Eph. 3. That by nature, little Children are 
Children of wrath. Mak; the 3d. Verſe of that 
Chapter depends on the 24. Verſe. where its 
written ( that was ſpoken of ſuch that walked, 
not-of paſhive Children ) according. to the courſe 
of this World, according to the Prince of the 
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power of the Ayr, the ſpirit that now worketh * 
in the Children of diſobedience: Mark, by fol- 
lowing the Prince of the poxyer of the Ayr, 
they are by nature the Children of wrath, but 
not as they was formed by the Lord, of the na- 
tare of man-kinde. 'Again, it 'may be conecived 
by what is written, Joh. 3.'3. That little Chil- 
dren are born degenerated, that Scripture points 
unto Man degenerated, not to little Children; 
little Children are formed wm righteouſneſs, and 
born in innocency, as before is noted.

2.27. ) but as the anoint- 
ing teacheth us, the manifeſtation of it is given -- 
to every Man to profit withall; the anointing 
which is 1n us, convinceth us not, nor chargeth 
v3 not with the tranſgreiſion of Adam, nor any 
ot our Fore-fathers; becauſe,for the Redemption - 
of the tranſgreſſions that was under the firſt Te 
ſtament, Chriſt taſted death for every man, Heb. 
2, 9. and the 9. 15. So that little Children ſhall 
not anſwer for the fin of their Fathers, as the 
Lord hath ſworn, Ezek. 18. but are guided in 
p youth, 
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youth, Prov. 2. 17. and = ſaved by the life &f 
Jeſus, Rom. 5. 10. 1f they dye before they tranſ. 
greſs againſt the ſecond Teſtament, Mark, its the 
Soul that (inneth, its written, ſhall die, Fzck. 
18. 20. Hoſ. 13. 9. Theſe things are written to 
ſtop errors, becauſe an error-in its beginning is 
next to the Serpent, the cauſe of all error and 
confuſion, that have -been upon the Earth unto 
this day. by. the Light - according to what js 
written, Jer. 16. 19. It may appear,that our Fa. 
thers have inherited lies, -vanity, and things 
wherein there 1s no profit.
